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Current Economic Conditions 


The September levels of industrial produc- 
tion, farm production, employment, ‘incomes and 
retail sales are of particular interest at this 
time of year. Most of the September figures 
show the increase of economic activity which 
generally is associated with the end of summer 
yacations, the harvest season and early pre- 
parations for the winter and Christmas sea 
sonal business. In addition, they permit a 
comparison of the achievement of the nine 
months of this year with the same period of 
1951, to get the first fairly accurate measures 
of how the year as a whole will compare. 


The industrial production index gained 5 per 
cent between August and September. Certain 
components such as textiles and clothing, 
electrical equipment, rubber and leather pro- 
ducts, which were level or depressed in earlier 
months, compared with corresponding months 
in 1951, began a new rise. Continued expansion 
in industrial employment and increased average 
earnings resulted in a total payroll increase of 
2 per cent between August and September. 


Total value of retail sales for September 
was 6 per cent greater than in September 1951, 
although somewhat lower than August; the small 
decline between August and September was 
contrary to the usual seasonal trend and oc- 
curred principally in meat stores, grocery stores 
testaurants and country general stores. Total 
retail sales for the first nine months of 1952 
were nearly 7 per cent greater than in the same 
period in 1951. Department store sales and 
motor vehicle sales continued to increase 


through September. 


The November estimate of the wheat crop 
is 688 million bushels, largely of excellent 
grade. If good prices are obtained, the effects 
on farm incomes as well as national income, 
will be very substantial. 


The surpluses ~f the past year of commodity 
exports over comi:<dity imports changed to a 
small deficit in September. A significant in- 
Crease from August in import volume occurred, 
and, for the first time this year, the import 
price index rose from the previous month. Ex- 


port volume and prices moved down slightly 
from August. Wholesale, retail, and security 
prices continued moderate downward trends in 
September. Food products prices were again 
the main contributors to the commodity declines. 
The above principal indicators are detailed 
briefly this month, in order to allow space for 
an outline of the new Consumer Price Index. 
(See page iv). 


Production Gains 


As_ indicated above, industrial activity 
recovered sharply in September to record the 
largest increase, so far this year, over the 
corresponding month of 1951. The average of 
the total Index of Industrial Production for the 
first nine months, however, : was fractionally 
below that of the same period last year. The 
considerable gain over August indicated a re- 
turn to the normal post-war seasonal pattern 
which was interrupted a year ago. The index of 
manufacturing production in September rose 
nearly 6 per cent over August and 4 per cent 
over September, 1951. The improvement in the 
non-durables sector was especially significant 
in view of advances in some industries which 
had experienced relatively lower output than 
in 1951. Activity in the rubber products in- 
dustry in September had regained the 1951 
level, output of leather products had fully re- 
covered and was the highest in the past eighteen 
months; production of textiles, especially cotton 
goods, although still below 1951 levels, re- 
corded a sharp increase over August which 
appeared to be greater than the normal seasonal 
upswing; the seasonal advance in clothing was 
also greater than during the past few years, 


> a reaching its highest level since June 


The increases recorded in the output of 
non-durable goods, however, were relatively 
smaller than gains made by the durables sector. 
The September index of the durable goods com- 
ponent of the production index rose nearly 8 
per cent over August and was 4.5 per cent above 


September, 1951. Output of wood products, 
transportation equipment (especially. motor 
vehicles), electrical apparatus and non-metallic 





minerals gained considerably both as compared 
with August of this year and with September, 
1951. 


Production trends in fuel and power take on 
added interest at this time of year. Electric 
power output for September showed little change 
from August, but wa's more than 13 per cent 
greater than in September of last year. Pro- 
ducers’ shipments of crude petroleum and 
natural gas in August indicated the continuation 
of gains recorded in earlier months in com- 
parison with shipments in the corresponding 
months of the previous year. Output of crude 
petroleum in August was the highest ever re- 


corded, 


Employment and Earnings 


Paralleling the increases noted in pro- 
duction, the indexes of employment and aggre- 
gate payrolls for manufacturing on September 1 
recorded increases both over August | and the 
corresponding date last year. It was the first 
time this year that employment in the non- 
durable goods sector had shown a gain over 
1951, while the index representing durable 
goods continued to show increases compared 
with last year. 


The industrial composite index of employ- 
ment, although only slightly higher than on 
August 1, was 2.5 per cent above September, 
1951, and the average for the first nine months 
was over 2 per cent greater than in the corres- 
ponding period last year. In the September -over- 
September comparison all industry groups with 
the exception of forestry recorded advances. 
With average weekly earnings nearly 8 per cent 
higher than in the same month of 1951, aggre 
gate payrolls were about 10 per cent greater in 
the September comparison. 


Retail Sales 


In the first nine months of 1952 retail sales 
of $8.1 billion were nearly 7 per cent above 
the sales of the corresponding months of 1951. 
Department store sales, included in the above 
total, were up more than 6 per cent in the nine- 


month comparison, and preliminary figures for 
October and November indicate that increases 
have continued into the fourth quarter of 1952, 
However, in the August-September comparison 
this year a slight decline in total retail sales 
was recorded. Such a movement in September 
is somewhat contra-seasonal; this is the second 
year in the past five in which it has occurred, 
‘The types of business in which most declines 
were recorded included grocery, meat, :country 
general stores and restaurants. 


More significant than these declines in 
September sales are the gains over September, 
1951 in 16 of the 20 trades. In the September- 
September comparison, appliance and radio 
dealers’ sales were higher by more than 40 per 
cent in 1952; furniture showed a gain of 23 per 
cent; lumber and building materials were up 
more than 15 per cent. Department store sales 
in September, 1952 were 16 per cent more than 
in the same month of last year. 


For the first nine months of this year new 
motor vehicle sales were 3 per cent lower in 
volume than in the corresponding part of 1951, 
and about equal in value. Recent increases have 
been sufficiently large to offset most of the 
low sales levels of the first four months. 


Financing of motor vehicle sales in Sept- 
ember showed a continuation of the large in- 
creases over 1951 that have been noted in pre 
vious issues of the Review. Used car financing 
also showed large increases. The largest of 
these, as with the new nehicles, was for pass 
enger cars rather than commercial vehicles. 
The amount of used passenger car financing in 
September was 106 per cent greater in 1952 
than in 1951, and 100 per cent greater in the 
first nine months of 1952. 


The index of general wholesale sales moved 
up from August to September by nearly 10 per 
cent to 403.6, the highest postwar level. This 
increased activity in wholesale business is a 
continuation of the comparative strength evident 
through most of the current year, particularly 
since the rise in consumption which began in 
May. Some departments in department stores 
have experienced stock increases, but of ap- 
proximately the same magnitudes as the higher 
level of sales being handled. 





Prices 


Retail prices, as represented in the Con- 
sumer Price Index, are shown in the following 
charts and tables. In total, the prices have 
remained quite steady since May of this year. 
The Index on October 1 was 116.0, down from 
the peak of 118.2 of last January. The average 
of the Index in the first nine months of 1952 
was 116.6 compared with the year average of 


113.7 in 1951 and of 102.9 in 1950, 


The food and clothing components of the 
price index showed fractional declines through 
September of this year. Lower prices in the 
former resulted mainly from decreased prices 
of potatoes, beef and lamb; the clothing price 
reductions reflect the lower prices of some 
woolen goods, women’s fur and cloth coats, 
and children’s wear. The shelter and household 
operations component, as well as other commod- 
ities and services, were slightly higher through 
the month. The increase in the shelter index is 
a continuation of a steady upward movement 
going back to 1949; that for household operations 
was largely a result of higher prices of coal 
and fuel oil; the index for other commodities 
and services increased mainly as a result of 
higher local transportation charges. 


Wholesale prices in September continued 
the decline which has been noticeable through 
the current year, most notably in the vegetable 
products, animal products, fibres and textiles, 
and compared with September, 1951, also in 
some of the non-ferrous metals and some chem- 
icals and their products. The September general 
_ of 222.1 is 7.5 per cent below September, 

51. 


Security prices, as measured by the In- 
vestors’ Price Index of industrials, utilities, 
banks and mining, moved down through Sept- 
ember, following the declines in. August, and 
the general downward movement of these prices 
continued through October. The declines in 
September and October of the current year were 
quite general, including stocks of industrials, 
oil, machinery and equipment, pulp and paper, 


milling, textiles and clothing, beverages, and 
building materials. Mining stocks and those of 
utilities, transportation, and power and traction 
also were generally lower. Bank stocks, which 
had maintained gains through August and early 
September, fell off slightly in mid-September 
and some weeks in October. All of the declines 
in the price indexes of securities have been at 
gradual rates, and those of the October weekly 
indexes were broken by recoveries. 


External Trade 


In preliminary reports, the value of domestic 
exports in September was $335.9 million, down 
from August of this year, ‘but nearly 5 per cent 
higher than the value for September, 1951. 
Prices of export commodities continued to 
decline from August to September of the current 
year, so that prices were nearly 5 per cent 
lower in September, 1952 than in the same 
month of 1951. The volume of exports, therefore, 
was 10 per cent greater in September of this 
year. For the first nine months of 1952 export 
values were almost 13 per cent greater than in 
the same part of 1951. 


Wheat exports were slightly higher in value 
this September than last; cattle and meat were 
lower. Although wood pulp exports were lower 
in the same comparison by nearly 40 per cent, 
newsprint, planks and boards, as well as some 
other wood and paper products showed gains. 
lron ore and most base metals showed slight 
value gains in exports in the September - Sept- 
ember comparison. 


The preliminary import total for September, 
1952 of $349 million showed significant advance 
from the $303 million in August of this year. 
September values were nearly 12 per cent above 
September of a year ago. Import price declines 
were halted in September for the first time this 
year. The volume of imports increased signif- 
icantly both from August of this year and Sept- 
ember, 1951; in the latter comparison the volume 
of imports was greater by nearly 32 per cent. 
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The Consumer Price Index 


This article outlines the answers to three 
questions which arise concerning the new Con- 
sumer Price Index !: 

1, Why revise the index? 

2. How is the new index constructed? 

3, What movements does it show? 


Revision of the Index 


The Consumer Price Index differs signif- 
icantly in coverage and concept from its pre- 
decessor, the Cost-of-Living Index. The funda- 
mental purpose, however, remains the same— 
to measure changes in retail prices. The title, 
Consumer Price Index, has been selected to 
specify this purpose. First, it emphasizes that 
the index is applicable to the ultimate consumer 
of goods and services. Second, the title em- 
phasizes that the index is a price index which 
does not measure changes in total family ex- 
penditure, ‘which arise from factors in addition 
to price changes such as, for example, larger 
family incomes. The index, therefore, is a 
measure of the influence of price change upon 
the cost of specific goods and services bought 
during a specified period of time by a typical 
cross section of the Canadian urban population. 


The changes made within the index were 
based on more recent and complete information, 
as well as on conceptual advances. The need 
to revise any price index arises periodically. 
Expenditure patterns gradually change as new 
items are introduced into the market, old ones 
disappear and the relative importance of group 
and item expenditures change. The list of com- 
modities in the index needs to be brought into 
alignment with these changes in expenditure, 
and it has been world-wide statistical practice 
to revise them every decade or so. 


In Canada, revisions have taken place four 
times since retail price records were first pub- 
lished in 1910 on a 1900 base. The successive 
revisions were made by using for base periods 


1913, 1926, 1935-39 and now, 1949. In effect 


each revision has marked the construction of

an entirely new index. The Consumer Price 
Index is the product of the most thorough and 
comprehensive construction of a new retail 
price index ever undertaken in Canada. The 
release of this new series by the Bureau on 
October 23rd followed more than two years of 
research and compilation. 


The implications of the purpose of the index 
are important in constructing it. The definition 
determines the quantity and quality of items to 
be included, and influences the decision as to 
the particular population group whose con- 
sumption habits are to be measured. The 
‘basket’ of goods is an unchanging or equiv- 
alent quantity and quality of goods services. 
The index is for urban living; it is not related 
to farm families for whom a separate and dis- 
tinct measurement is published by the Bureau 


(Table 17 in this Review). 


Family Coverage 


The selection of the family coverage for the 
Consumer Price Index was based on three main 
determinants of the manner in which people 
spend their money: family size, income range, 
geographical location. The objective was to 
secure the widest possible representation of 
families consistent with reasonable similarity 
of family spending habits. (Over 3600 records 
of family expenditure representing the total 
Canadian non-farm population were available 
for the year ending August 31, 1948). It was 
decided that the following ranges of family 
types would be used: 

(a) families living in 27 Canadian cities, 

each with over 30,000 population. 

(b) a family size of from two adults to two 

adults with four children. 

(c) annual incomes during the survey year 


ranging from $1650 to $4050. 


Detailed information was submitted by 1517 
families, having the above attributes. More 
than ninety per cent of this target group had 
wages or salaries as the principal source of 
income. Single persons and larger families were 
found to have significantly different expenditure 
patterns, and were excluded. Similarly, families 





above or below the salary range chosen were 
found to differ from the main group. The income 
limits of $1,650 and $4,050 mean that over 75 
per cent of all income levels of urban families 
of medium size are represented. ‘‘Family’’, for 
use in the index, was defined as a spending 
unit whose members meet expenses from a 
common income pool. 


The Base Period and Conversion 


The year 1949 was selected as the base 
period of the Consumer Price Index for two 
main reasons. Pre-war levels of prices are now 
unsatisfactory as a base period reference level 
just as pre-war purchasing habits are unrepre- 
sentative of today’s consumption patterns. Of 
the post-war years, 1949 was the only one 
during which price levels were relatively stable. 
In addition, and of considerable importance, 
was the fact that 1949 has been adopted by the 
Bureau as a common reference base for index 
number measurements of other statistics such 
as industrial production, agriculture, national 
income, imports and exports, and salaries and 
wages. The years 1945 and 1946 were ruled 
out because many controls remained in force; 
1947 and 1948 were unsatisfactory because of 
rapidly rising retail prices and the economic 
changes associated with reconstruction, 1950 
and 1951 were influenced by the Korean War. 


With the change to the 1949 base, the Con- 
sumer Price Index will be a measure of the 
percentage change in retail prices from 1949 to 
the date being compared. With the Cost-of- 
Living Index the percentage change was being 
measured from a 1935-39 base. Since prices 
were higher in 1949 than in the 1935-39 period, 
indexes using this higher reference. base will 
be considerably lower in absolute numbers. 


In order to provide a continuous index re 
cord of retail price change on a base 1949 = 100, 
the Consumer Price Index was projected back 
to 1913 on the basis of the movements of the 
Cost-of-Living Index inclusive of all excise 
taxes. The link between the two series was 
made as of the first month of overlap; namely, 
January 1949. This procedure yielded an aver- 
age Consumer Price Index of 62.3 in 1935-39 


corresponding to the 1935-39 average of 100 
for the Cost-of-Living Index. However, for those 
wishing to convert the Consumer Price Index 
from abase 1949 = 100 to abase 1935-39 = 100.0 
the more precise divisor of 62.258 should be 
used, 


Concepts of Seasonal Variation, Shelter, 
Taxes and Insurance 


Two principal changes, were made in accord- 
ance with refinements in the concept of price 
index measurements. There is considerable 
amount of international agreement on the con- 
cepts, although different economic structures 
result in differences in emphasis from country 
to country. 


The new index incorporates seasonal month- 
ly weights for items comprising 62 per cent of 
food expenditure. This enables coverage of 
items such as apples and tomatoes which have 
a volatile seasonal price pattern, and recognizes 
that fora number of foods seasonal price changes 
are accompanied by shifts in consumption. 
Thus, the weight for tomatoes, for example, in 
the Consumer Price Index changes within the 
year in accordance with consumer buying prac- 
tice. The resulting index gives a measure of 
the influence of price change from month to 
month in the cost of buying the quantities of 
food normally purchased in each month. 


This procedure accounts for part of the 
differences in behaviour of the new and old 
series, for example in the decline of the Con- 
sumer Price Index and the Cost-of-Living Index 
between September 2 and October 1, 1952; 
during this time the C.P.1. moved down 0.1 per 
cent while the Cost-of-Living Index declined 
0.8 per cent. 


The other important change was the intro- 
duction into the shelter price index of a direct 
measurement of home-ownership costs. Five 
principal expenditures have been included. 
These are property taxes, mortgage interest, 
repairs, replacement and insurance. In addition 
to the introduction of home-ownership costs, 
the shelter component in the new index includes 
an adjustment in the rent index for the differ- 





ence between rents of new and older units 
arising from rent control on the older types. 


Decisions as to which taxes should be per- 
mitted to affect movements of the index were 
also based on the fundamental considerations 
outlined under index definition. The index is 
one which measures changes in the market 
price of a constant quantity of goods and serv- 
ices bought by specified Canadian families. 


Sales and excise taxes are an inherent part 
.of the market price the consumer must pay for 
goods and services subject to such taxes. 
Prices used in calculating the index are there- 
fore inclusive of all commodity taxes whether 
imposed at the federal, provincial or municipal 
level. In theory there should be adjustments to 
take account of changes inthe quantity of goods 
and services provided in exchange for sales 
and excise taxes. However, no such adjustments 
can be made in practice because of the im- 
possibility of breaking down changes in govern- 
ment expenditures to show i the 
effect of changes in the average quantity and 
quality of the goods and services being pro- 
vided, as distinct from changes in their average 
price. 


Property taxes form part of the price of 
home-ownership and as such have been included 
in the shelter component of the index. While 
there are variations in the services received for 
property taxes, in the form of fire protection, 
schools, roads and similar services, changes 
in such taxes, ‘exclusive of local improvement 
taxes, may be taken as a fair indication of 
changes in the price of a relatively constant 
basket of goods and services. 


Automobile and radio licenses have been 
considered as purchase prices and are also 
included in the index. 


Income taxes are not levied on specific 
goods and services, nor are they the price for 
specified goods and services, and have not 
been directly included. To the extent that their 
payment might influence market prices they are 
included implicitly in prices, in less obvious 
form than sales and excise taxes. 


Insurance was reported under the following 
heads: life, health, property, unemployment. 


Decisions as to which types to include were 
based on the form of benefits received. Where 
premiums are paid to meet specified losses on 
goods and services of a well-defined type, the 
insurance was included, This insurance gener- 
ally is designed either to make possible re- 
placement of goods on which loss has been 
suffered from accident, fire or theft, or to cover 
certain specific services such as medical care. 
As a result of decisions based on this principle, 
the index takes account of expenditures on 
property insurance and prepaid medical care. 
Premiums on life insurance, unemployment 
insurance, and insurance for the maintenance 
of income in the event of sickness or accident 
are excluded from the index. 


Scope and Classification 


The list of items included in the Consumer 
Price Index and the relative weights of those 
items were derived from the 1517 family reports 
mentioned above. Differences between the item 
content and weights of the Consumer Price 
Index and the Cost-of-Living Index largely 
reflect changes in consumption habits of Cana- 
dian families between the two expenditure 
surveys of 1938 and 1948, as well as the broader 
sampling which has been possible in the new 
index. Inclusion in the new index of such items 
as fuel oil, prepaid health care, carbonated and 
alcoholic beverages exemplify this change. 
Some of the items directly included in the Cost- 
of-Living Index, but nof directly in the new 
index are: prunes, dried beans, women’s rayon 
hosiery, oil cloth, flannelette and cigars. About 
225 items are priced in the C.P.l. as compared 
a about 160 items in the Cost-of-Living 
ndex. 


The Index groups, with weights in brackets, 
are: Food (32), Shelter (15), Clothing (11), 
Household Operation (17), Other Commodities 
and Services (25). Important sub-groups for 
Shelter are: rent and home ownership. House- 
hold Operation includes: fuel and lighting 
home furnishings, furniture, appliances, floor 
coverings, textiles, utensils and equipment, 
supplies and services. Other Commodities and 
Services include: transportation, automobile 
operation, local transportation, travel, recre- 
ation, ‘health care, tobacco and alcoholic bev- 
erages, personal care. 





The expenditures grouped under the general 
title ‘‘Other Commodities and Services’’ repre- 
sent twenty-five per cent of the average family’s 
annual budget. The sample of items selected to 
represent the prices which affect these diverse 
aspects of the family budget has been consider- 
ably expanded. Compared to the Miscellaneous 
group of the Cost-of-Living Index, the Other 
Commodities and Services group of the Consumer 
Price Index includes six additional items of 
transportation, four of recreation, eight of 
health care, four of personal care and two new 
items to represent alcoholic beverages. The 
list is not only more comprehensive but it is 
more representative. For example, the automo- 
bile operation section includes the price of 
actual repair jobs such as relining brakes and 
replacing a fender. Prescriptions and vitamin 
preparations are now priced in the drugs section 
while face cream, face powder, sanitary napkins 
and women’s hairdressing have been added to 
the personal care coverage. 


The charts on page iv illustrate the parallel 
between the total and the main groups of the 


Consumer Price Index and the Cost-of-Living 
Index over the period of forty-six months for 
which both indexes have been calculated sep- 
arately. In view of the differences in item 
content, weights and techniques between the 
two series, their close relationship highlights 
the significance of price movements in deter- 
mining the behaviour through time of any retail 
price index. The parallel movements of the two 
indexes strongly indicate that, if types of 
commodities whose price movements are often 
different are given reasonable representation, 
the extension of the item sample and refinement 
of weights is not liable to modify seriously the 
index movements. Broader price coverage, con- 
ceptual refinements, and relatively current 
weights in the Consumer Price Index make it a 
more reliable measurement than the Cost-of- 
Living Index. Because of such factors it will 
reflect any divergent price movements of in- 
dividual items more accurately than the old 
index. But on the basis of the comparative 
behaviour of the two indexes thus far, they may 
be expected to show similar movements, not- 
withstanding the more exact nature of the Con- 
sumer Price Index.
